A GALLANT SOLDER DEAD. 


General Holtzclaw Yas Stricken in the Kim- 
ball and Never Kecovereda. 
Montgomery, Ala, July 13.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral James T. Holtzclaw, railroad commis- 
sioner of this state, died at his home here at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. On April 26th, con- 
federate decoration day, he delivered the an- 
nual address at the decoration of the graves 
of the confederate soldiers in Atlanta. He 
intended spending several days with his war 
friends in Atlanta, and while conversing with 
a number of them on the following day in

the Kimball house, was seized with a severe 
attack of vertigo. He was removed to this 
city. but never rallied sufficiently to leave his 
home. The flag on the statehouse flies at 
halfinast in his honor. 

James T. Holtzclaw was born December 
17, 1833, at McDonough, Ga., though his fath- 
er at the time was a citizen of Alabama. 
He received an academic education at the 
East Alabama institute and- came te. Mont- 
gomery in Deceyiber, 1853. He studied law 
with W. L. Yancey and was admitted to the 
bar before the supreme court of Alabama in 
January, 1856. During the late war. in which 
General Lloltzclaw took an active part, he 
made a record as a brave soldier. In 1860 he 
was first lieutenant of his company, the Mont- 
gomery True Biues, and was at the capture 
of the VPensacoia navy yard. In August of 
the same year he was appointed by President 
Davis as major of the Kighteenth Alabama 
infuntry and in December following was pro- 
moted to lieutenant colonel, On April 6, 
1862, he was shot through the lung and, 
though his wound was considered mortal, 
he was back at his post within ninety days. 
After the battle of Shiloh he was commis. 
sioned colonel of his regiment and in June, 
1864, was

_ George Francis Train's Scheme to Help Out 


Chicago and the Exposition. 


New York, July 18.—Several little girls and 
an elderly man who wore a suit of snow- 
white duck, all skipping the rope, attracted 
the loungers of Madison square yesterdas. 
At length he stopped, panting, his rope dan- 
gied from one hand and the other rested on 
one of the park benches. The man wWas 
George Francis Train. Mr. Train produced 
a telegram, signed by Reed Campbell, which 
asked if he would go to the world’s fair if in- 
vited. 

‘Tl have telegraphed that I do not see how I 
ean say ‘No,’” he said. “I may go to Chi- 
cago and save the fair. They want me to go 
eyen now, at the last minute. I don’t say 
surely that I will go, but if I go I shall save 
the fair. 

“They have put about $25,000,000 into it. 
They cannot get it back except by the use’ 
of physical force. If this force were properly 
used it would bring millions of people to 
Chieago, Suppose the school children are in- 
duced to go. Count 13,000,000 school children 
in America and 350,000 teachers. Let the 
cities and towns of the country issue scrip, 
arrange with the railroad companies to carry 
the school clfildren for oneésixth fare and 
let all attend the great school in the White 
City for ome_week. This would put the fair 
upon its feet. I do not know that I will go. 
If the commissioners had been wise they 
would have called on me before.” 


THE VERDICT OF THE JURY 


Investigating the World's Fair Calamity 
Who Were to Blame. 
’ Chicago, July 18.—The coroner's jury inves- 
tigating the world’s fair cold storage calamity 
reached a verdict this evening. The jury 
reached its conclusion much more quickly 
than the time they were out would indicate, 
as there were sixteen deaths and each repre 
sented a case, though the finding was made as* 
to the whole. The verdict is as follows: 
“we. the jury, find that the des2ased came 
to his death from injuries and burns received 
at a fire of the cold storage building at the 
world’s fair grounds July 12; and we, the 
jury, find that McDonald, John Skinner, D. 
H. Burnham and Edward Murphy be held to 
the grand jury for criminal negligence and

LONDON WAS A HEAVY SRLLER 


She Threw “Americans” Overboard 


for Anything They’d Bring. 


SOME. BIG HOUSE WAS IN TROUBLE, 


No Names Were Given Publicly Until 
Late, and Then Wall Street Refused 
to Accept the Report. 


New York, July 18.—(Special.}—The stock 
exchange opened in excitement today, and 
a general decline of prices set in, The break 
Was started in London and was accompanied 
by a report that a large international bauk- 
ing house was about to fail, and that the 
liquidation of stocks was on their account. 
No hame was openly given as the interna- 
tional banking firm, but several were sus- 
pected. 

It was learned definitely that a London 
stock exchange firm had been saved from 
failure by timely assistance, and it was 
supposed that this might have given ground 
for the rumor, as it necessitated and aided 
the liquidation of some stocks. The house 
referred to is that of Crews, Lichtanstadt 
& Co., whose embarrassment was caused by 
the injudicious and unfortunate speculation 
of a junior partner. His dealings were said 
here to have been largely in “Americans.” 
‘he firm has been helped and Will not fail, 
and the junior member of the firm will be 
dropped. 

Wall Street Voubted It. 

This would not be accepted in Wall 
street as the firm that was causing the 
heavy sales. It was insisted that the house 
that was behind the activity was a larger 
house than that of Crews, Lichtanstadt & 
Co., one having dealings extehding from 
London to Constantinople and from Madrid 
to New York. At 1 o’clock, August Belmont 
& Co. and Ladenburg, Thalman & Co. made 
public the cables received by them from 
their representative in London, stating that 
there was no truth in the report of a large 
house there peing in trouble, The market, 
however, continued Weak. The decline on 
the loca] stock market was sharp from the 
opening. On St. Paul, New York Central 
and Louisville and Nashville, in: which the 
break was the heaviest, there was a fall of 
2 points each, General Electric also suffer- 
ed a sudden drop, and every stock in the 
list showed some concession in prices. The 
greatest declines were in stocks that have 


| already suffered marked declines and many 


traders in these stocks have been already 


cleaned out. A 
The London liquidation of ‘Americans, 


which precede the fall here, was reflected 
by an advance in sterling exchange, which 
was interpreted to meah that the stocks are 
coming here. But it is believed that a goodly 
proportion of the liquidation was for short 


accounts.

The Reason for Paying in Gold Coin. 


New York, July 18.—The treasury policy of 
paying gold coin on its current obligation is 
for the reason that it is believed that any 
fusion of gold into thé clearing house and 
other payments is likely to have a beneficial 
effect and lead to a restoration of greater 
confidence. Incidentally it has the advantage 
of staving off the necessity for the issue of 
gold. certificates. About $150,000 in small 
notes has been exchanged at the subtreasury 
for certificates and large notes. The small 
notes are intended for shipment to the in- 
terior. Zimmrrman & Forshay will ship 120,- 
000 ounces of silver on the Normannia, sailing 
Thursday. 


SWEPT BY A TORNADO. 


Two Citles Wiped from the Face of the 
Earth—Hundreds of People Injared. 

Rome, July 18.—A tornado swept down 
suddenly today on Voghera and Casteggio, 
in Piedmont, Hundreds of buildings were 
wrecked. In one section of Voghera hardly 
a house was left standing. Not a structure 
in either town was left standing. Hundreds 
of persons were injured. The number of 
dead is not known, as the bodies are bur- 
ied in the ruins, Only seven bodies have 
been recovered, Voghera is a mountain 
city with seme 10,000 mhabitants. Cas 
teggio, which is five miles from it, has 
some 4,000 inhabitants, 


TRYING THE VICTORIA'S OFFIC=RS. 


Vice Admiral Tryon 8 aid the Accident Was 
“All Hin Baule,”” 

Vallet Malta, July 18:~The court martial 
which is trying captainythé Hon. Maurice A. 
Bourke and the other efficers of the battleship 
Vietoria, which was run into and sunk by 
the Camperdown off Tripoli, on June 23d, re- 
suined its sitting this morning on the Hiber- 
nia, the flagship of Kear Admiral Richard E. 
Tracey. 

When the court rose yesterday Captain 
Bourke was testifying as to the incidents that 
led up to the disaster. This morning he re- 
sumed his testimony. He said that he be- 
came aware of the danger of a collision al- 
mist directly the Victoria began to turn. He 
did not think that Staff Commander Hawkins 
Smith had ever been consu.ted by Vice Ad- 
miral Tryon in regard to the maneuvers; in- 
deed, nobody has been consulted. When Vice 
Admiral Tryon hoisted his flag on the Victoria 
it was customary to use a thirty degrees helm. 
Vice Admiral Tryon altered this to a twenty- 
eight degree. 

Lord Guilford, flag Heutenant of the Medi- 
terranean squadrou and eldest son and heir of 
admiral, the earl of Clanwilliam, was the 
next witness. He testified that after the col- 
lision Vice Admiral Tryon said to him: “It 
was all my fault.’’ 


ESCAPED TO THE MOUNTAINS. 


The Fleming Brothers Kept Out of the Way 
of the Posse. 


Bristol, Tenn., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
Fleming boys, who played a prominent part 
with ‘Doc’ Taylor in the murder. of the 
Mullins family, which brutal crime has ren- 
dered their names notorious and placed a 
price upon their heads, are still free, A 
special telegram from Wise courtheuse says 
ihat all the guards and ‘members of the 
sheriff's posse, who have been on the track. of 
the Fleming boys for more than a week, 
have returned from the hunt without meeting 
with any success. Neither Henan nor Cal 
Fleming, nor any of their gang, have been 
seen since the battle beiween them and the 
sheriff's posse, which occurred at daybreak 
Monday, July 10th. It was reportea§ that 
both the Fleming boys were fatally wounded 
in that fight, but it is now beheved that 
neither of them were hit. No evidence of 


their having been fatally shot or even slight--! 


ly wounded has been found. It is now fre- 
ported that the Flemings have retreated to 
the mountains of Kentucky, have increased 
their force to about a dozen and are defying 
arrest. They ure dangerous desperadoes and 
it is feared that another fight is imminent, 
in which the Flemings will ve the aggressors 
secking revenge. : 


THE WIDOW WON. 


She Was Suing a Bank for $5,000 and She 
Gete It. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 18.—(Special.)—The 
laws of this state require a check payable to 
an existing person ‘‘vr bearer’’ to be endors- 
ed by the person in whose favor it is druwn. 
This was determined in a suit by Mrs. Mar- 
garet Nelson against the Virst National 
bank of this city for $5,000. 

The bank paid Mrs. Nelson’s husband $5,000 
om a check made payable to her or bearer. 
After receiving tne money, Mr. Nelson used 
it for his individual purposes and shortly 
afterwards he died suddenty, 

Mrs. Nelson never received the money and 
after her husband's death she instituted suit 
to recover the money. The suit was founded 
upon the provisions of section 1761 of the civil 
code, which, in brief, provides that any note 
draft, order or other evidence of indebtedness 
made payable to-any existing person or bear. 
er, shall be considered as beimg payable to 
the order of such existing person. The case 
was ably argued on both sides and the jury 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff for $5,000 
and three years’ interest. The case will be 
appealed to the supreme court.

BANK AFTER BANK GOES 10 HE WALL 


And Only the Strongest Institutions 
Withstand the Strain 


ON THEIR RESOURCES DURING THE DAY. 


The Union National, Commercial Nation- 
al, National Bank otf Commerce and 
Mercantile Close Their Doors. 


Denver, Colo., July 18.—No such scene 
was ever witnessed in all the west as could 
be seen here this morning shortly after 10 
o'clock. 

The failure of three savings banks yester- 
day had excited the masses as the smell 
of blood would the Russian wolves and 
at the hour of opening the streets were 
crowded with anxious depositors. The 
eleven clearing house banks, located with- 
in four blocks of each other, were surrounded 
and far into the streets the crowd gathered 
until officers and special pol.ce were called 
out to clear the way for trafiic. 

‘Lne Firat Notice. 

At 10 o'clock the Union National, with 
a capital of $1,000,000, posted a notice that 
they would not open their doors. 

This started the panic and following quick- 
ly the Commercial National posted a sim.- 
lar one and then the National Bank of Goin- 
merce and the People’s National asked: 
“Where will this stop?” 

A run Was started on all the other banks, 
though to no great extent on the People’s. 
The Colorado National and several others 
are in a good condition. The mob was 
aimall depositors, the large holders being sat- 
isfied to let theiz accounts remain in the 
bank. The banks are paying all demands 
except on the ‘certificates, they demanding 
that these remain until the exp.ration of 
time. As every bank is crowded, the clear- 
ing house is rendering no assistance, each 


| institution being compelled to stand ou its 


own foundation. 

President Thatcher, of the Clearing House 
Association, said: “l am confident that to- 
day will see the worst and people wilk come 
to their senses. At the meeting of the 
clearing house last night we decided we 
could not help the banks and so sume of 
them have gone to the wall. All of them, 
Il bel-‘eve, have ample security to protect 
all depositors, but unfortunately at this time 
cash and not securities is what the major- 
ity of the people are clamoring for.”’ 

At the State National, of which J. D. 
McNeil is president, quite a run was on and 
a large number of men and women were 
in Ine waiting on their turn to come so 
they could get their money. The officers 
of the bank appeared to be jin the best of 
humor and say they are contident they 
can weather the storm. 

A half Million in Gold. . 

Up to 12 o'clock, this writing; everything 
is quiet at the Colorado National. It was 
understood a half million in gold was re- 
ceived there just before the doors were 
opened this morning. President Kountz 
says he has no idea he will need a single 
penny of the fresh supply of money. 

There is at this hour quite a crowd of 
people about the doors of the Denver Na- 
tional and it .was rumored a ruh was_in 
progress there, but it was soon found that 
the men were Union Pacifie employes and 
were simply getting the'r checks cashed for 
last month’s work. 

“This bank is closed by order of the 
board of directors,” is the notice posted 
at every entrance to the National Bank of 
Commerce, of which ex-Goveruor Cooper is 
president. The oflicers inside refused news- 
paper men admission. The condtion of this 
bank is not known to the genera] publie 
and its officers did not print a statement 
yesterday, as was done by almost all of 
the banks. : 

John R. Hanna, of the City National 
bank, says that they felt themselves to be 
in as good condition as any bank. The 
bank recently borrowed $40,000 from the 
east and 1s paying in gold th's morning. 
a If this thing keeps up,’ said Mr, Hanna

Ceuldn’t Realize on Its Securities. 


The Union National bank closed this 
morning and a notice was posted explaining 
that the bank had paid out approximately 
$1,000,000 to depositors in the last few 
weeks. The notice further stated that the 
bank had realized on its securities as rapid- 
ly as possible, but that it was not fast 
enough to suit depositors. It has $1,600,- 
OUU in securities and owes approximately 
$500,000. It is thought that the bank wiil 
be able to realize upon its securities when 
all depositors have been paid in full. ‘The 
bank expects to open again for business 
as soo as it can realize. The Uwon 
bank's resources consist of loans and dis- 
counts amounting to $1,622,688.85 United 
States bonds to secure circulation, $150,- 
UUU; cash and exchange, $147,567.82 and 
the redemption fund due from the United 
States treasurer of $6,750. It has over- 
drafts secured and unsecured, amounting 
to $32,077.72. The liabilities to deposi- 
tors amount to $533,558.25. There are 
$14,00% -62 due to other national banks and 
$29,808.65 to state banks, and the bank 
has paper outstanding for $170,000. Pres- 
ident Weodbury is of the opinion that the 
banks will reopen and continue business 
as fore.

At the American National. 


Small depositors rushed to the American 
National bank this morning and began to 
draw their deposits. The American Na- 
tional has less small depositors than any 
bank in the city, its deposits being $1,000,- 
000, as its dealings have been larzely with 
men who handled big money. The depositors 
had to go to the bank in person to draw 
their money. —

on the way from Kansas City bearing 
$490,000 and that it will reach here eariy 
tomorrow morning. 

The First National bank received $100,- 
OOU at a little after 1 o’cloek and $250,00V 
more at the closing hour. This came from 
New York. It was money due lDresident 
Moffatt for bullion he had sold. 

Just before the close, the failure of the 
Mercantile Savings bank, with a capital of 
$100,000, was announced. Its assets 
are sufficient to pay all liabilities in time. 

At 3 o’clock, the closing hour, there were 
hardly half a dozen people in any of the 
institutions except in the above. Presi- 
dent Moffatt, of the First National bank, 
stated that the depositors during the day 
at his house greatly exceeded the with- 
drawals. This bank has always been 
most conservatively managed and is al- 
most exclusively owned by Mr. Moffeat. 

The general opinion among the bankers 
and business men is that the panic is over 
and that no more banks will be obliged 
to close, although the run, in a mild way, 
may continue against two or three banks 
for a day or two. It is believed by finan- 
ciers that today’s run will result in the 
people having more confidence in the strong 
banks, that the money withdrawn today 
will at once be redeposited and a better 
footing be established in financial circles 
which will make money easier. The sus- 
pended banks expect to resume business 
in a short time. The constant drain on 
the banks by scared depositors. is what 
brought about the crises. It is stated by 
bankers that no less than $8,000,000 has 
been withdrawn from the banks during the 
last three months. Of this. $3,000,009 has 
gone to the east ov regular lines of business, 
but there is $5,000,000 hoarded in the city. 
If one-fifth of that amount was let into cir- 
culation, the stringency in Denver wouid 
cease. 

Two More Go Under. 


Late thi# afternoon two more savings 
banks assigned, The first was the Denver 
Savings bank, being followed by the rival 
bank of Stephens & Hatchett, known as the 
Capitol Savings bank. No schedule of as 
sets or liabilities has been filed, but their de- 
posits are not thought to have been heavy. 

Merchants Altevted by the Panic. 

Denver, Col., July 18.—The McNamara 
Dry Goods Company, one of the largest 
institutions of the kind here, failed this 
morning. The liabilities are placed at 
$260,000. The assets at this time are not 
known. The failure was brought on by an 
attachment served on the house at 11 
o'clock this morning by the Union National 
bank, which failed to open its doors this 
morning, for $71,780, and the Colorado Na- 
tional, for $2,840.74. The president of 
the latter bank had a private claim for 
$25,000, and D. Sheedy, an officer in the 
Denver National, for 40,( The fail- 
ure was not unexpected, but it had been 
hoped that money would be easier and that 
the firm would be able to pull through. 

Hyman & (Co., proprietors of the Bee 
Hive store; McWhirter & Dipps, dealers in 
mantels and tiles, and Engel & Harris, 
dry goods, have assigned. No statement 
is available, but amounts probably wot 
large. ia - 

lollowing the failure of the big McNa- 
mara dry goods house this morning, several 
other mercantile. failures were quickly an- 
nounced. They are the John Mouat Luin- 
ber Company, on an attachment from the 
German National bank for $15,200; Albert 
Nelson, restaurant and saloon went down 
with the National Bank of Commerce. 
His assets are placed at $116,510, with lia- 
bilities of $06,025. M. S$. Noah, install- 
ment...furni house: assets $4,000; ha- 
bilities 816.000, Three other firms with 
liabilities of $20,00@-each,.were announced 
this afternoon. They were all caused by 
the panic of today. 

The Day in Kansas. 

Kansas C.ty, Mo., July_ 18.—Although 
last night the bankers of Kansas City did 
not expect to get through today without 
trouble, none came and the impression pre- 
vails that today marks the beginning of the 
end of the fiurry. There is evidence today 
that people have stopped to think and it 
is a notable fact that no man who had 
money in the banks of Kansas City has the 
slightest doubt of getting every cent of it. 
The banks in .Kansas City which have 
failed are: The National Bank of Kansas 
City, the Missouri National bank, the Kan- 
sas City Safe Deposit and Savings bank 
and the Bank of Grapd avenue, the latter 
being .a state bank. 

Armourdale, Kas., July 18.—The Cit'- 
zeus’ bank suspended payments today with 
assets of $151,500 and liabilities of $126,500. 
Among the heavy creditors of the bank 
is the county of Wrandotte, which had on 
deposit some $40,000 of its fund. 

Fort Scott, Kas., July 18.—The First Na- 
tonal bapk, of this city, failed to open for 
business this morning. The following ho- 
tice was the first intimation the public had 
of tha financial condition of the bank.

THEY SEE THEIR MISTAKE NOW. 


Too Many Bonds Were Proposed, Re- 
quiring Greater Net Earnings Than 
the Company Can Make. 


New York, July 18—The following circular 
was today issued to the security holders of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany, and of its allied properties: 

The undersigned committee, which, at the 
request of the board of directors of the Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking Company of Geor- 
gia, a8 weil as many of its security holders 
and creditors, consented to prepare a plan of 
reorganization of the Georgia Central rail- 
road system, has reluctantly come to the 
conclusion that a reorganization upon the 
lines heretofore submitted has become im- 
practicable.

num. The earnings for the past twelve 
wonths, however, have fallen much short of 
this sum.

In the face of these facts your committee 
does not feel justitied in proceeding under 
the pubiished plan and therefore declares 
that plan inoperative, and notifies those who 
have deposited their securities that they 
are at liberty to withdraw them without ex- 
pense. 

The experience gained by your committee 
warrants them in. advising the security hold- 
ers to forego, at this inopportune moment, 
auy renewed attempt at-a reorganization of 
the system.

“Ind the meantime, the surplus earnings can 
be advantageousiy used for necessary better- 
ments to the property and in reducing ‘the 
overdue interest and principal, of the 
tripartite bonds; and ‘upon a_ return 
to normal financial conditions a_ re- 
organization which shall do justice 
to all interests may become practicable.

To facilitate the deposit of securities under a 
reorganization which may be determined 
upon hereafter, your committee has arran- 
ged with the Mercantile Trust Company that 
securities already deposited may remain in 
its custody without expense to the deposit- 
ors, and subject to withdrawal at any time.

The Defendant Was Bound Over Under One 
of the Warrants. 

Charleston, 8. C., July 18—The case against 
Vincent Chico, alleging the illegal sale of 
intoxicating Mquor in violation of the dis- 
pensary law, came up before Judge Milan 
today.

For the Third Time He Kefuses to Work for 
Uncle Sam—Other Athens News. 


Athens, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—Athens is 
proud in the possession of a genuine Georgia 
colonel for whom the allurements of federal 
office have no charms. 

Just three times has Major W. B. Pruitt, 
the veteran journalist of Clarke, been honored 
with appointments to good federal offices, 
and identically the same number of times has 
the gallant major decifned. When a boy, 
living in Danks county, he was appointed 
a cadet to Annapolis by General Howell Cobb, 
who was a warm personal friend of the elder 
Pruitt, and declined. He was appointed to a 
gauger’s place by Judge Emvry Speer, in the 
face of the fact that he had opposed Mr. 
Speer in his race and voted against him. 
This position he declined with thanks. 

Now for the third time Major ‘‘Sock’’ has 
been tendered a federal office and declined it. 
The major has for many years been a warm 
friend of Hon: Sam Duniap, and during Mr. 
Dunlap’ sefight for the United States marshal- 
ship he had no more enthusiastic supporter 
than Major Pruitt, who even neglected his 
work on The Athens Banner and everything 
else to help his friend Dunlap. Of course Mr. 
Dunlap wus successful and of course he was 
anxious to reward his friend Pruitt for his 
assistance and devotion. 

Colonel Dunlap appointed Major Pruitt to a 
deputy United States marshalship without a 
word of solicitation or ever an applicatjon 
and forwarded him his commission forthwith.

Mr. Nurnberger told Mr. Goff 
the circumstances of the killing and then 
the Carolinian informed Mr. Nurnberger 
he had been requested by his neighbor, 
Mr. Grisham, to make inquiry into the 
matter ag Grisham had told him he had a 
strange negro on his farm who had told 
him that while he had not killed Policeman 
Parker in Augusta, he did know the 
negro who. had murdered the: officer and 
that was his reason for running off. Mr. 
Goff has the negro, and the description 
given by him tallies exactly with the de- 
scription Policeman Parker gave of the 
man who shot him. 

Mr. Nurnberger sent for Chief of Police 
Hood who held a conference with Mr. 
‘soff and the result is that an officer will 
be sent to Grisham’s plantation, thirty- 
two miles from Augusta, to arrest the ne- 
gro.. As there were no witnesses @ the 
killing, it is believed if the negro now in 
Carolipa knew who slew the cflficer he 
must be the murderer himself, and after 
committing the deed fled for safety over the 
river.

Mr. Meyers Says He Was Misquoted ia

IN WHICH HE SCORED MR. BENNETT. 


The Insinuation That Politics Figured in 
Receiver Bennett’s Appointment 
Vigorously Denied. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 18.—(Special,)— 
Herman Meyers, Savannah’s banker, #0 
Was quoted us making such sensational 
charges against Receiver Joe Bennett, of 
the Oglethorpe bank, and Judge Martin 
Mershon, attorney for the bank, Was Con- 
fronted with these charges today and he 
flatly denied making them. 

Meyers claims that in so far as The Sa- 
vannah News quoted him as making charg- 
es against Bennett and Mershon, they are 
incorrect.

Rawlings, and exonerated the relatives of 
Rawlings, who were at the scone of the 
killing with pistols in their hands, and who 
had been under arrest pending the coroner’s 
investigation. 

A number of the witnesses testified that 
it was their belief that Fred Rawlings fired 
the first shot, though several said it was 
impossible to tell which began the firing. 
There is a wide difference in the opinion in 
the number of shots fired. One loaded and 
one empty pistol were picked up where the 
shooting took place, neither of which was 
Richard Roughton’s. It is not known wha 
became of his pistol. ' 

The two young men had been on the 
best of terms, mingled together in society 
and had never had any disagreement up to 
the time of the tragedy. There had been a 
disagreement between B. E., Roughton and 
C. G. Rawlings, brothers of the young men, 
about a piece of land lying between their 
residences, The case was carried to the 
supreme court last year and decided in 
Roughton’s favor. Fred Rawlings naturally 
shared with his brother a feeling of re- 
sentment towards Roughton and this Was 
intensified when Roughton, who is mayor, 
in the performance of, his duty, had his 
eousin arrested on a charge of violating the 
prohibition law. He used language uwncom- 
plimentary to Roughton and when Richard 
Roughton heard of it he asked Fred for a 
retraction. 

At this juncture the tragedy was precipi- 
tated, as reported in Saturday’s dispatches. 

Sandersville has never been so shocked. 
Both young men were popular and highly 
esteemed and had many friends in other 
parts of the state. 

Their funerals took place Sunday after- 
noon in the city cemetery, many people 
from all parts of the county being present.

He represents the very ele- 
ments that are doing their utmost to 
nullify the pledges of the democratic 
platform, and his appointment would be 
an outrage which democrats would re- 
member to resent. 

The Constitution is willing to stake 
its reputation as a prophet that Judge 
Crisp not only will not appoint Mr. 
Tracy to the chairmanship of the coin- 
age committee, but that he could not 
be persuaded even to consider such a 
proposition. Mr. Tracy may represent 
Mr. So and So, or Mr. This and That, 
on the financial issues, but he does not 
represent the democratic platform, and 
that fact disposes of the rumor. |

be appointed chairman of the ways and 
meaus committee. 


Au Epidemic of Cruelty. 

The murderers, lynchers and toughs 
who have been unusually active in all 
parts of the country this summer have 
taxed their ingenuity to invent novel 
and startling methods of torture. 

But. ‘they are not alo@. ‘The report 
comes ffom Cincinnati that a convict 
there was punished for laziness by being 
strung up by the wrists in the blazing 
sun for ten hours. Now, we have here 
a case of cruelty in which the chief ac- 
tors are officers of the law supposed to 
be acting within the limits of their au- 
thority. Yet they are not essentially 
different from the outlaws who during 
the past few months have tortured so 
many victims. Similar cases have been 
reported from many states. The au- 
thorities controlling prisons, asylums, 
hospitals, schools and other institutions 
seem to be yielding to unreasonable and 
cruel impulses, and some of their actions 
surpass the Cincinnati case in brutality. 

Scientists say that all this is due to 
the hot wave. In July and August peo- 
ple lose their self-control and relapse 
into savage violence. The moral of the 
whole business is summed up in two 
words—keep cool. How is it to be 
done? That is another question, and 
it need not now be discussed. 


Totten’s Opportunity. 

Lieutenant Totten, the military in- 
structor at Yale college, whose predic- 
tions of the approaching end of the 
world have attracted so much atten- 
tion, talks very freely in a recent in- 
terview. , 

The lieutenant says that the hard 
times, disasters and crimes all over the 
world simply mean that we are nearing 
the eleventh stroke of the midnight 
hour. Apparently, we are having finan- 
cial trouble, but in reality it is a con- 
fusion of affairs affecting every phase 
of human policy. The human race has 
sowed the wind and it is now about to 
reap the whirlwind. But it will be 
more satisfactory to quote his own 
words. He says: 

We are at the termination of the “times of 
the Gentiles,’’ and the period of judgment 
has actually begun. Things will not get  bet- 
ter, but rather worse. In March I pointed 
out the sounding of the tenth stroke of the 
midnight hour and announced the June agol- 
stice for the eleventh. I now reiterate the 
statement that was made, towit: 
autumnal equinox will mark the twelfth 
stroke. Thereafter it is “low twelve’ fully 
come, and the consequences will follow in an 
orderly and chronological manner. It would 
seem that every man and woman,at least of 
my own race, Israel, would reread, and 
that right carefully, the parable of the wise 
and foolish virgins in this connection. It 
would then be seen that it is by no means 
the end of the world that is at hand that 
I am so often misrepresented as expecting, 
but far different matters. We are approach- 
ing the crisis which must precede the mil- 
lennium. The optimistic’s day is over, and 
the scene of facts drown the whistle where- 
with which he seeks to keep his courage 
up. These troubles. which are matters of 
common conversation nowadays, are world- 
wide. They will not down. Their center is 
everywhere, their circumference nowhere. 
They mean disaster to rotten institutions, the 
bursting of all inflated enterprises, the ex- 
posure of deceits of every description and 
the trial as by fire of every man’s work. 
You may cell it what you will, I call it by 
its proper name as written by the, prophets 
of Jehovah, It is judgment. Its duration as 
it were a “week” of years, and for that 
matter all the years that follow even to the 
millennium, a duration of one thousand years, 
or a day of the Lord, as St. Peter calls it, 
will be a period of judgment to all who do 
unrighteousness therpin. But enough; a 
word to the wise is sufficient. My time is all 
occupied in close ronological study. I 
would gladly write the manuscript detailing 
these _ unanswerable jvindications of ‘the 
scripture in my life’s blood if that would in- 
sure their speedy examination at the hands 
of those for whom they are published. But 
all this is idle; it seems impossible to reach 
those whom I long with unattainable anxiety 
to bring into a knowledge of what now must 
shortly come to pass. 

We have aevuted this much space to 
Lieutenant Totten and his predictions be- 
} Cause Some Months ago his theories were 
stated and explained in these columns, 
and for the further reason that for some 
| time past the great religious conventions 
of the world have devoted considerable 
attention to the matter and many of 
their wisest leaders expressed the belief 


that we were nearing the end of all 
things. 
But it should be recollected that from 
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Lieutenant Totten is thoroughly 
earnest and his Biblical scholarship and 
scientific attainments secure for him a 
respectful hearing, but it is not likely 
that his predictions are entitled to any 
more weight than those of his predecess- 
ors. In all probability the world is 
destined -to see many changes for better 
or worse before the final winding up. 


A Matter of Economy. 

For many years the federal bureau 
of agriculture has distributed seed free 
to the farmers, and it is a fact that the 
free distribution of seed became such an 
important matter that the head of the 
bureau was admitted into the cabinet. 

People who are familiar with the his- 
tory of the agricultural department will 
be surprised to learn that the new secre- 
tary of agriculture has decided to quit 
distributing seed. Hereafter this branch 
of the government will make itself felt 
through its experiment stations and in 
other ways, but the farmers who have 
been looking for free seed will be disap- 
pointed. 

It is all right. We have started in 
with the determination to give the coun- 
try an economical administration, and 
if the farmers feel some of the effects 
of this policy they should not complain. 
We believe that the old custom was a 
good one, and it strikes us that it would 
be a good. idea to continue the free dis- 
tribution of seed in order to promote 
our agricuitural interests in a practical 
way, but, of course, the democratic 
pledges of economy should control. Our 
farmers will buy their seed and read the 
results of the experiments at the gov- 
ernment stations... They will not object 
to this inconvenience and expense, when 
they bear in mind the fact that they are 
aiding our policy of public economy. 
And yet free seed, and plenty of it 
for the farmers, was a big thing. 

Too Much of a Good Thing. 

Germany is suffering from an over- 
supply of professional men, and many 
university professors bave issued ‘an 
appeal to their compatriots abroad to 
exert themselves to secure employment 
for educated Germans who can find 
nothing to do in their native land. 

The circular alluded ‘to states that so 
many educated men in Germany have 
become ministers, lawyers, physicians, 
apothecaries, chemists, engineers and 
teachers that they can no longer earn'a 
living at home. ‘These men might be- 
come common day laborers, but after 
going through the universities and pre- 
paring themselves for their professions 
they are unwilling to dig ditches for a 
few cents a day. 

Perhaps there is such a thing as 
overeducation or the overproduction of 
educated men. In this country we have 
no such problem at present, but if we 
go on with our plans of public eduea- 
tion and finally resort to the compulsory 
process the results may give us the same 
conditions now complained of in Ger- 
many. When our swarming millions 
are all fairly well educated and all look- 
ing about for the professional and other 
light employment suited to men of in- 
tellect and culture, it goes without say- 
ing that hosts of them will be on the 
verge of starvation. Then the danger 
line will be reached. If we ever see 
the time in this country when our educa- 
ted men must either starve at home or 
seck employment dbroad there will be 
trouble. 

It is a great problem—this matter of 
public education. Fortunately, in our 
generation it presents its best side to 
us, but how will it be at the end of 
another half century? 


Where the Money Is. 

It is claimed by close readers of the 
bank statements that a large amount of 
mouey has disappeared, and they are 
wondering where it is. 

We called attention some tline ago to 
the inerease of safe deposits and private 
hoards, and now The Rochester Union 
and Advertiser makes the point that 
4,000,000 Americans who do not Keep 
bank accounts haye been hoarding mon- 
ey for months to pay their expenses to 
the world’s fair. If $100 is a fair aver- 
age of the savings withdrawn from cir- 
culation by each of these persons, we 
have an aggregate of $400,000,000. This 
is very largely guess work, but it is very 
straight guessing. The money thus 
hoarded and the other sums laid aside 
by panicky citizens make a vast amount 
and it is natural that its disappearance 
should be felt. 

But these hoards are now being drawn 
upon and by November the money will 
find its way to the banks and get into 
circulation again. The average citizen 
who has been tucking his nroney out of 
sight during the past few months is al- 
ready tired of his policy of hoarding 
and inclined to doubt its wisdom. The 
big speculators may have suffered from 
the financial depression, but the ordi- 
nary trader or producer is going ahead 
with his business. If the money how 
saved for world’s fair expenses or con- 
cealed for other reasons should be turn- 
ed loose business would be brisk, and 
there would be no talk of hard times, 
despite the fact that our per capita cir 
culation is really not enough for our 
needs. 

This view of the situation is encour- 
aging, and moreover it is a reasonable 


one.

The 
cries of the wounded and dying were pitiful, 
saying nothing of the sight itself. One lady 
and baby sitting opposite to me were killed 
instantly. An old woman weighing about 
two hundred pounds: or more had her arm 
torn entirely off, a most horrible sight. Two 
little children three or four years old had 
their legs broken, one dying shortly after- 
wards. I shall never forget the scene ag 
long’ as I live. I kept cool, doing my best 
to assist oghers out of the wreck.”

Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 18.—-It was like the Jolns- 
town flood for a while today in the wheat 
trade. The speculators took fright at the 
alarming financial reports from both the eust 
and west and let go their holdings in a way 
approaching the panicky. Altogether it was 
au day that left scars. A decline of 2 1-2 
cents per bushel in about an hour would be 
a heavy falling oif if the price had been 
$1 instead of only 69 cents, That was the 
limit of the decline and it closed with a net 
loss since Saturday of 1 3-4 cents, Cornu 
sympathized slightly and is marked dow 
1-4 cent. Provisions were in a slumpy condi- 
tion. Lard is off 3U cents and ribs 47 1-2. 
The decline in pork was 10 cents. 

Wheat wag on new ground and broke the 
record for cheapness. September wheat has 
suid before below 68 1-4, but today touched 
66 1-2. This was about 1-4 lower than yester- 
day’s, and prices further deciined 2 1-4 for 
September and 1-8 for December, then rallied 
1 cent, eased off and the closing was 1-Z to 
5-$ from the bottom. Une smail failure oe- 
curred—that of C. S. Lee, who has been 
bullish on wheat. There were two distloct 
spurts in selling wheat, and each was wild, 
Lesterday’s .close was at 6Y cents for Sep- 
tember. The trst drop this morning was to 
67 1-2 for September. After a ‘little rally, 
the selliug broke out again and in one min- 
ute September went trom 67 3-4 to 66 
1-2. it was long wheat thrown on the market 
by scared holders. On the eurly break the 
selling was largely through commission 
houses. On the second break-everybody solid 
or tried to sell on a badly demoralized market. 
On each break there was good buying of 
wheat by shorts, who were ready to grab at 
quick profits. While the excitement was on, 
every one was trying to learn the cause. No 
one piece of news broke the market. It was 
the culmination of gathering news, The finan- 
cial news yesterday was very bad, yet the 
market held up fairly well. This morning 
New York stocks were very weak on London 
selling. The cable news hinted at some bad 
failures as very probable. The trade had 
searcely begun when Denver reported the fail- 
ure of the greatést mercantfle house there. 
Fort Scott, Kas., reported a $300,000 bank 
failure. There were reports of three other 
Denver banks closing up. It was at the same 
time reported that a grain house had failed 
there. Aside from bad financial news, the 
influences were bearish. The cables were 
either indifferent or lower. Better temperature 
and showers over the west were more favor- 
able for growing crops and harvesting. Chi- 
eago had thirty-two cars of new wheat and 
eleven cars graded No. 2. The contract wheat 
in public houses again increased 64,000 bush- 
els to a total of nearly 17,000,000. During the 
last hour the trade recovered from the panicky 
feeling somewhat. New York raised export 
sales from forty-live to sixty boatloads. Cash 
wheat worked here amounted to about 150,- 
000 bushels, No. 8 red and 75,000 bushels No. 
6 spring. There was no further advance of 
news. 

The corn trade had 4 much narrower mark- 
et than wheat, yet transactions were impor- 
tant. The receipts were close up to the 
very biggest estimate at 947 cars and about 
500 cars of contract corn for the day. The 
movement for Monday appeared on the black- 
board at 507,000 bushels receipts, 160,000 ship- 
ments. The showers over the corn belt helped 
crop prospec. Withdrawals for the day 
were but 165.000 bushels. With weak stocks 
and wenk wheat and selling against privi- 
leres when the pit price «was passed, the 
market got a break of 1-8 cents, but the es.

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Crane Contradicts the Reports That He 
Was a High Flyer. 
HE WAS SENT TO JAIL YESTERDAY. 


Not Locked in with the Other Prisoners, 
but Allowed to Remain in the Jail 
Office—~Has Not Seen His Wife. 
* 


Charles J. Crane, the  kelf-confessed 
forger, was transferred from the police 
station to the county jail yesterday morn- 
ing, after nearly a week's incarceration 
at the former place. 

Crane expressed no desire to remain at 
police headquarters, nor~@@ he express 
himself as being anxious to go to the 
county prison. In fact, he said nothing at 
all about the matter, and acted throughout 
like an obedient child. When he was 
called for by the officer who had been 
detailed to escort him to the jail, he sim- 
ply bowed and begun his preparations for 
the journey. 

At the police station he had been allow- 
ed the freedom of the wide corridor, and 
spent most of his time trying to keep cool. 
He walked about in negligee costume, and 
tried to throw himself in the way of the 
stray breezes that found their way into 
the hot place. When Crane had. completed 
his costume for his change of quarters, 
he looked little like the Crane of a few 
months ago. Then he was a rather fine- 
looking young man, well dressed and full 
of spirit. Yesterday he was but indiffer- 
ently dressed, and seemed spiritless and 
despairing. His face was pallid and his 
eyes sunken. He smiled a faint, unhappy 
smile as he spoke to several officers going 


out. 

At the jail, Crane was shown the privi- 
lezes that are frequently accorded to pris- 
oners of his class. He was not locked in 
a cell, but was allowed to remain in the 
jail office, where he received his friends. 
All yesterday afternoon he sat by the 
grated door looking out into the crowded 
street. His face was a picture of misery. 

Crane seems resigned to his fate, but 
he says that wrong impressions have been 
created concerning him. Nothing that has 
been printed about his crime is untrue, 
but certain reports regarding his general 
conduct, he’ says, have been without found- 
ation. 

“It has been printed broadcast,”’ said 
he, “that I was a high flyer, a swell, and 
devoted my money and other people’s to 
buying fine clothes. That is very far from 
the truth. I am not a high flyer in any 
sense of the word, nor am I socially in- 
clined. There are few more doinestic 
men than I. I loved my home, and spent 
all my evenings there. And as for swell 
dressing, that is preposterous. If having 
two suits of clothes in two years is high 
flying, then I am a high flyer. Then, I 
do not drink. I cannot remember that 
I have ever been drunk. I am ready to 
take my medicine and acknowledge my 
wrong doing, but it should. be said that I 
am not a swell nor a high flyer.” 

No effort has yet been made to secure 
bail for Crane. His wife has ‘not yet 
visited him, on 2 ac count of sickness.
